He says the trick is to find the 
spot where the retail sales po­ 
tential exceeds the existing re­ 
tail sales facilities. 
Of course, there is more to be 
done thau to find the right loca­ 
tion. 
Location alone does not 
guarantee success, even if it is 
of prime importance. 
Sampson says the choice of 
architect and builder is a vital 
one. 
“The layout of a shopping 
center must be right for both 
customer and tenant,” he points 
out. “ It must have easy access 
for the shopper,” he says, “and 
require no one to walk too far.” 
“At the same time,” he adds, 
“it must avoid poor locations 
for any one of the tenants. 
Avoiding poor locations is easier 
for a small center than for a 
mammoth one,” he points out. 
Flynn, speaking of Rand­ 
hurst, makes a similar point 
in these words: “Success or 
failure depends on 60 or 70 
tenants agreeing, and paying 
their rents.” 
Harold Spurway, of Carson 
Pirie Scott & co , one 
of 
the 
chief 
sponsors of Randhurst, 
points out the extent of long- 
range planning deemed desir­ 
able by his firm. 
He says that Carson s plan­ 
ning is on a 10-year basis. 
“Our plans for the first five 
years of that decade are pretty 
well 
crystalized,” 
he 
states. 
“The plans for the second five 
years are subject to change ” 
Randhurst will contain two 
major department stores in ad­ 
dition to Carson's. 
They are

Probably the easiest 
way to soften impact noises is 
to install a resilient m aterial 
on the attic floor that can dissi­ 
pate much of the im pact ener­ 
gy before it passes through the 
floor structure. 
Cork, rubber tile and 
sheet 
vinyl flooring installed over

suitable underlaym ent are ex ­ 
cellent m aterials for this pur­ 
pose, as are som e types 
of 
hom ogeneous vinyl 
tiles. 
Be­ 
sides providing good sound iso­ 
lation, these flooring m aterials 
will be easy to keep clean, and 
will do a lot to spruce up the 
general

nancial conditions applies only 
to homes bought with mortgages 
insured by the Federal Housing 
Administration 
The Home Builders Associa­ 
tion of Chicagoiand, which pre­ 
sented a spec jai seminar on the 
details of UM? 1961 Housing Act 
in the Sherman Hotel August 
9, offers the following facts: 


The general maximum period 
during which an FUA mortgage 
may be paid has now been ex­ 
tended to 35 years 
This ap­ 
plies to a new home only, not 
a used home 
Previously, 
the 
mortgage had to be paid in 30 
years. 
FHA mortgages on ex 
isling homes continue to run 
for 30 years. 


THE DOLLAR 
limit on 
an 
FHA mortgage for a one-family 
home is increased under tile 
law to $25,ooo 
Previously, the 
ceiling was $22,500. 
Thus, on a house 
with 
an 
FHA value of $15,000 the mini­ 
mum down payment is cut from 
$600 to $450. 
On an $18,000 val­ 
ued house, it is slashed from 
$900 to $750; on a $25,000 house 
it is reduced from 
$1800 
to 
$3200, and on a $27,(KH) FHA- 
valued home, the down payment

The act also has a provision 
for a 40-year FHA mortgage as 
a part of its lower-cost housing 
program.

In 1960 eleven million 
Americans under 20 were reared 
in the suburbs. 
Today that 
number has reached 18,000,000 
or 27 per cent of all children. 
With a population already 
two or three generations re­ 
moved from the land and mil­ 
lions of man hours of addition­ 
al leisure time, it has become 
necessary for children, youth, 
and adults to use physical ex­ 
ercise as an effective outlet 
for relieving the many pres­ 
sures and strains of a normal 
week. 
Instead of the unorganized, 
one-man types of physical rec­ 
reation so common in the late 
19th century’, the suburbs now 
afford facilities for organized 
sport 
undreamed 
of 
then; 
YMCA, high school gyms, muni­ 
cipal golf courses, country club 
courses, 
bowling 
lanes, 
park 
districts, et a1. 
The sporadic 
factory’ baseball teams of the 


nineties represent one of the 
few forerunners of the present 
tendency. 
The suburbs afford more op­ 
portunities for recreation and 
, outdoor living than the city, but 
ifs a question of how well these 
available facilities are utilized. 
Physical fitness, so important 
because of the speed-up of our 
daily routine, can’t be attained 
by sitting in the stands watch­ 
ing your favorite bail team in 
action. It is actual participation 
that gets the job done. 


IT HAS LONG been establish­ 
ed that recreation is a funda­ 
mental human need essential to 
the well-being and fitness of all 
people. 
In an age of expand­ 
ing leisure, each community is 
faced with the problem (rf help­ 
ing its citizens occupy their lei­ 
sure time with worth-while pur­ 
suits. 
Past 
experience 
has 
shown that the most successful 
solution to this problem is to 
provide a broad program of 
community recreation activities 
which will appeal to the needs 
and desires of citizens of all 
ages.

Pitfalls of Teen Drivers 
Listed by Safety Expert 


The fact that a 15 or 16-year 
old boy can pass all the tests 
for a driver’s license does not 
automatically qualify him as a 
good driver, safety expert Ed­ 
ward R. Klamm of Arlington 
Heights said recently. 
Klamm, accident prevention 
director 
for 
the Allstate In­ 
surance companies, addressed 
a group of college instructors 
at Michigan State university. 
The talk on public relations and 
driver education was given at 
a summer workshop sponsored 
by the Allstate Foundation. 
“ A youngster who completes 
a 30-hour classroom and 6-hour 
behind the wheel course has re­ 
ceived 
superficial 
instruction. 
It is true he has the knowledge 
of the rules of the road and a 
general understanding of what 
constitutes 
sound, 
courteous 
and skillful driving, hut he has 
a long way to go to be classi­ 
fied 
an 
excellent 
dri v e r,” 
Klamm pointed out 


HE COMPARED the newly 
trained young driver to a mu­ 
sician who has had a minimum 
of training, yet feels he is ready 
for Carnegie Hall. In both cases 
Klamm stressed, further prac­ 
tice is an absolute necessity. 
“ After a year’s driving with 
adult supervision the yo u n g 
driver is then ready for solo 
training but only during day­ 
light hours.” At 15 or 16 he is 
eligible for his driver’s license 
but should not be given exclu­ 
sive use of a car. 
Klamm anticipated consider­ 
able 
opposition 
from 
young 
drivers to this plan and said 
that convincing the parents is 
the keystone to success. Backed 
up by the findings of the All­ 
state Insurance Companies’ “ A 
Teenage 
Pattern,” 
K l a m m 
points out that extensive use of 
an automobile by a high school 
student has adverse effects on 


academic grades. The report, 
released last year, was the first 
of its kind which studied the

ALMOST IO PER CENT of the 
parents had gone through eighth 
grade only. 
“ We suspect that the educa­ 
tional level has increased ap­ 
preciably in only two years,” 
opines 
Superintendent

Slichenmyer, who cites the rap­ 
id growth of High School Dis­ 
trict 214's adult education pro­ 
gram and the impetus for an 
area junior college as evidences 
of suburban interest in educa­ 
tion. 
The interest has followed the 
national trend in the last five 
years, when schools have been 
Hie subject of criticism from 
sources ranging from top level 
educators to the U. S. Navy. 
Residents want to know that 
their schools are “ good.” Un­ 
fortunately there are few valid 
tests for a school’s effective­ 
ness. 
So-called ratings of the 
nation’s top high schools are 
often indications of the num­ 
bers of outstanding teenage in­ 
tellectuals 
in 
a 
community 
rather than an evaluation of the 
educational processes that go 
on in the school building. 
There are, however, two fac­ 
tors which largely determine 
whether a school is “ good,” its 
faculty and its curriculum. 
Palatine high school superin­ 
tendent G. A. 
McElroy says 
there is no question about teach­ 
ers preferring to work in the 
suburbs. 
“ The attractive resi­ 
dential areas, percentage of col­ 
lege-bound students, and bene­ 
fits from the nearness of a large 
: city bring teachers here just as 
other residents are influenced to 
move to the suburbs.” 
Most suburban schools have a 
choice in selecting teachers, Mc­ 
Elroy 
points out. 
“ And the 
quality of applicants is improv­ 
ing every year,” he adds, indi­ 
cating that academically strong­ 
er people are going into the pro­ 
fession. 
**Advanced science (chem­ 
istry and physics) still poses 
the biggest problem in hiring 
teachers. 
There are too few 
qualiiied. There is a surplus 
of social science teachers and 
boys’ physical education in­ 
structors. 
And. 
of 
course, 
there's always a shortage of 
‘the best,’ in any field.’’ 
L. R. Murphy, superintendent 
of Mt. Prospect’s elementary 
schools, agrees that tachers pre­ 
fer to work in 
the 
suburbs. 
“ Salaries are very important,” 
says 
Murphy, 
whose district 
starts a beginning teacher with 
a bachelor’s degree at $4,900 
and one with a Master’s degree 
at $5,300.

talent starts early each spring 
with visits to colleges graduat­ 
ing education majors. 
“ Our 
new schools, sound educational 
program and high type children 
bring teachers to the suburbs.”

Advertising I A t res

Patronization of “bait” ad­ 
vertising may cost the 
home 
owner both money and incon­ 
venience in addition to his 
re­ 
ceiving poor quality fixtures. 
“Bait” advertising is recog­ 
nizable as it offers combination 
screen and storm windows and 
doors at ridiculously low prices, 
around $10 and $25 respectively. 
Combination windows 
a n d 
doors are almost a necessity in 
modern homes 
but 
reputable 
building firms recommend cau­ 
tion in purchasing them. 


LONG-ESTABLISHED leaders 
in the industry say that top- 
q u a l i t y anodized aluminum 
combination 
windows 
should 
cost between $20 and $25 de­ 
pending upon the size 
a n d 
quantity ordered. A rectangu­ 
lar combination 
door 
should 
cost between $50 and $65. Odd­ 
shaped doors would be more 
expensive. 


The Better Business Bureau 
has outlined one procedure used 
by the “bait” advertising sales­ 
man. 
He may sign a prospect 
for a dozen windows at the “bar­ 
gain” price. 
After 
accepting 
the down payment, he goes into 
action. He may mention that the 
windows need to 
be 
rubbed 
down inside once a month, in­ 
cluding all grooves and chan­ 
nels, to prevent pitting and rust. 
As an afterthought he recalls 
that it will probably cost about 
$75 to install the windows. Or 
he may compliment the home

owners on their taste, and sug­ 
gest that the home would be 
“spoiled” by the $10 windows. 
He may “happen to have” a 
sample of the “higher” quality 
product with him and quote a 
high price, then by subtracting 
a “discount” will

manager of the Soc ial Security 
administration. 


“ UNDER THE 
new 
law,” 
Berman said, “one dollar will 
be withheld from benefits for 
each two dollars earned from 
$1200 to $1700 in a year. 
For 
earnings over $1700, a dollar 
will be withheld for every dol­ 
lar earned. 
As in 
previous 
years, if earnings are $1200 or 
less in a year, no benefit de 
duct ions w ill be made ” 
“There is also no change in 
the rule.” he added, “that re­ 
gardless of how much an in­ 
sured individual age 62 or old­ 
er earns in a year, 
he 
will 
qualify for a benefit check for 
any month in which he does not 
earn more than $100 in wages, 
or for any month in which he 
does not render substantial serv­ 
ices if he is self-employed. Ben 
eficiaries age 72 or over will 
continue receiving benefits re­ 
gardless of earnings *

The Way We See It 


Population Changes 
Bode 111 of Future 


The Chicago Commission on Human 
Relations has recently published a sur­ 
vey of non-white population changes in 
the metropolitan area. 


The central fact noted is that the 
white population of Chicago is declin­ 
ing, while the non-white population in­ 
creases rapidly. 


In the suburbs, the white population 
is 
increasing 
rapidly, 
as 
everyone 
knows. Although the Negro suburban 
population has also increased, as a per­ 
centage of the total suburban popula­ 
tion, it remans about stationary. 


In the past decade, the Negro pop­ 
ulation of Chicago has risen from about 
14 per cent to about 23 per cent. 


These statistics mark a trend for 
Chicago, the central city, to become 
predominately a Negro city, and for 
the white population to remove itself to 
the outlying communities, there erect­ 
ing fences to maintain the monochro­ 
matic complexion of suburbia. 


This trend is much further advanc­ 
ed in some other cities — for example, 
St. Louis and Washington. 


The trend carries within it the pros­ 
pect of future political, social and eco­ 
nomic problems of grave magnitude for 
both Chicago and its suburbs. 


One can foresee the emergence of 
two huge voting blocs, for whom the 
merits of political issues become sub­ 
ordinated to racial loyalty, thus under­ 


mining effective participation in dem­ 
ocratic self-government. 
One can foresee a large part of the 
leadership needed to solve the social 
problems of the metropolis divorced 
from the solution of those problems, 
and, in fact, divorcing itself from even 
an understanding of the problems. 


One can foresee burgeoning social 
and economic cankers eating away at 
the life of the metropolis, requiring vast 
sums to ameliorate, and throwing upon 
the suburban property owner an op­ 
pressive tax burden. 


Many people are reluctant to come 
to grips with these prospects. The aver­ 
age suburbanite is apt to say, “Why 
should I be plagued with these prob­ 
lems? One of the reasons I moved was 
to get away from them!” But to be­ 
lieve that escape is possible is a delu­ 
sion. and the price of self-delusion will 
be a heavy one. 


Unfortunately, in Chicago affairs, 
the Commission on Human Relations 
occupies a secondary position in the 
hierarchy of government organizations. 
The scattered human relations commis­ 
sions in suburban villages have even less 
prestige and authority. 


This must be changed. 
City and suburbs must look the facts 
in the face, and then act together in ac­ 
cordance with the meanings they read. 
The time to do this is now. Fattening 
upon neglect, this dragon-like problem 
will grow and grow, and then become 
untamable. 


Legislator Departs from 


Standard: Invokes Lillies 


The 207 families in Country Club 
Highlands subdivision south of Bensen­ 
ville have been fighting proposed dras­ 
tic increases in sewer and water rates 
at a hearing before the Illinois Com­ 
merce commission. 


By means of letters and the visits 
of a delegation, they called upon their 
state legislators for help. 


To their surprise, Rep. John Eden­ 
born of Elmhurst replied in a letter 
which, among other things, stated, “I 
consider the use of political pressures 
to influence the outcome of such hear­ 
ings or cases pending in court to be un­ 
ethical if not illegal.” 


It truly is the occasion for surprise 
when a legislator takes an action which 
will probably cost him votes, invoking 
ethics as his guide. 


Rep. Edenborn is right that politi­ 
cal pressures should not be used to in­ 
fluence the decision of judges. However, 
one cannot blame the home owners for 
seeking to swing to their side whatever 


political influence they could, for this 
is the way the political game has al­ 
ways been played in Illinois. 


The story of state government in­ 
cludes chapters on job hawking, closed- 
deals, log rolling, political machines fi­ 
nanced by tax money, powerful special 
interest lobbies, and a politically domi­ 
nated judiciary. In exchange for his 
vote, the citizen is promised something 
that he is already entitled to. 


Rep. Edenborn was unnecessarily 
curt with the home owners. His state­ 
ment would have been better received 
if it had been preceded by an equally 
vigorous indictment of the deliberate 
and hefty operators in the field of un­ 
ethical influences upon government. 


However, if Rep. Eden born’s sword 
is to be unsheathed against unethical 
influences upon government, the ordi­ 
nary citizens will be the beneficiary, 
and Country Club Highlands home own­ 
ers may forgive him some day for 
drawing some of their blood. 


As Important as Election 


Election workers in 
every 
voting 
precinct in Cook county are tieing mus­ 
tered into action Friday. 


No election is taking place then, 
but the activity is just as important as 
an election. Each polling place will be 
open for registration of voters. 


A complete re-registration is tak­ 
ing place in Cook county. No voter’s 
existing registration will remain valid, 
no matter how faithfully the individual 
has voted in previous elections. Con­ 
sequently, the re-registration beginning 
tomorrow is a necessary 
prelude 
to 
next year’s elections. 


This re-registration was authorized 
by the state legislature because spaces 
on existing voting cards have been used 
up, and to bring signatures up to date, 
since handwriting changes over the 
years and a person’s signature is the 
best safeguard against fraudulent vot­ 
ing. 


Every person who values his right 
to vote must register. By 
doing 
it 
promptly—tomorrow'—voters will help 
to avoid chaos of a flood of last-min­ 
ute registrations, and contribute to or­ 
derly and accurate elections in 1962.

I'. S. Courting Tito 
Hope to Encourage (Hhers 
To Break with Soviet Bloc 


(This is the third of a series of articles by Stuart R. Pad­ 
dock. editor-in-chief of Paddock Publications, regarding the 
thinking of the State Department as presented to newsmen who 
attended a briefing held in Washington, D C., August 14 and 
15.)

The Belgrade conference of 25 neutral countries 
is receiving a lot of attention at this moment, rivaling 
the news from Berlin. 
Readers of this week’s installment will get a gen­ 
eral idea of the background of Yugoslavia and what 
the U.S. State Department is attempting to accomplish 
by its aid program to 
that country. 
Since Tito defied Mos­ 
cow in 1949, these 12 
years have complicated 
any return to the Mos­ 
cow 
fold. 
Collectivism 
has 
been abolished. His country 
has received 
American 
aid 
and their industry' is com­ 
parative to the West; police 
terror has been almost elim­ 
inated as an instrument of 
state policy. There has been 
an improvement in the free­ 
dom of movement with West­ 
ern countries. 
“The results are good: and 
the country is now approach­ 
ing a sufficiency in food as 
well as in 
living,” 
said 
a 
State 
Department 
official. 
“ Its industrial growth is one 
of the highest in the world.” 
Yugoslavia 
excells 
in 
jazz 
and has one of the two best 
soccer teams in the world. 
It has built a fine army on 
its own, particularly proven 
in the mountains. The coun­ 
try relied on American mili­ 
tary aid until four years ago. 
“The government has had 
a hard time controlling infla­ 
tion but it has done well in 
performance 
in 
comparison 
with the nations in the Soviet 
bloc. These gains were made 
in defiance of the Soviets,” 
the official pointed out. 


YUGOSLAVIA, because of 
its 
ideological 
conceptions, 
meaning 
Marxist 
concepts, 
and its intimacy with evolv­ 
ing nations not friendly to us, 
creates problems. 
With a Marxist conscience, 
it is suspicious of powers like 
the U. S., 
often 
provoking 
gullible anti-American move­ 
ments. At times, Yugoslavs 
are open-minded and recep­ 
tive to reason. They have a 
sense of humor like our own. 
They are socialists but do not 
follow the Russian plan of 
imposing it through cruel and 
bloody revolutions. They are 
not proselytizers. 
Yugoslavia 
is 
growing 
more pro-American with the 
younger people coming into 
the government. We have op­ 
position that we can gradual­ 
ly 
overcome—the 
prejudice 
of the past. 


WE DO NOT give money 
or loans 
for 
industry 
and 
transportation 
to 
increase 
their 
rate 
of 
industrial 
growth. Our aim is to show 
that 
a 
Communistic 
state 
that has left the Soviet bloc 
can 
develop 
and 
grow 
as 
much 
as—or 
better 
than— 
those which remain 
in 
the 
Soviet bloc. 
It is cheaper to export 
wheat than 
to 
store 
it 
at 
home. We are sending wheat 
to them on the basis of long 
term credits in hopes of hav­ 
ing it repaid in dollars. We 


should do this to insure Yugo­ 
slavia living 
conditions that 
will be above those of Com­ 
munist bloc countries. 
The aid the United States 
is giving them is not going to 
make them naturally 
more 
friendly 
to 
this 
country. 
Gratitude does not help in­ 
ternational affairs. 
We give them aid to de­ 
velop 
“separateness” 
from 
the Soviet bloc and believe 
it will 
be 
an 
example 
to 
other countries. 
Yugoslavia has American 
libraries 
and 
r e a d i n g 
rooms in 
three cities as 
well as films and American 
newspapers. 
We 
consider 
them to have communica­ 
tions value. 
It is the general belief that 
the U. S. has been misled 
in colonialism and that it has 
over-militarized itself. Yugo­ 
slavia does not 
like 
NATO 
and other pacts. It feels that 
our adversaries in the Com­ 
munist camp are willing to 
do more to help the new na­ 
tions. 
Performance on our part 
is 
more 
necessary 
t h a n 
words. Actual political suc­ 
cesses for us throughout the 
world are necessary to win 
them over to the thinking of 
the West. 
We hope the success of the 
Tito 
government 
might 
in 
the next three or four years, 
bring about another satellite 
leader who will go to Mos­ 
cow and ask permission to 
do likewise, 
Yugoslavia is violent about 
Germany and 
says 
frankly 
that it wants Germany divid­ 
ed but not armed. 
THE 
international 
situa­ 
tions being “aced” 
by 
the 
United States throughout the 
world are startling. The cen­ 
tral dilemma of our time is 
between 
“non - intervention” 
in other countries 
and 
our 
deep involvment and interst 
in 
the 
affairs 
of 
other 
nations. 
Our presence in the internal 
affairs 
in 
many 
countries 
has 
the 
same 
effect 
on 
them as if 
Russia 
set 
up 
shop in New York and gave 
aid to the NAACP. 
Every day in the year, in­ 
structed American delegates 
sit down to confer with the 
head of some country. 
There is a UN angle to 
every problem, which in turn 
affects in some way the en­ 
tire American foreign policy. 
The survival and growth of 
the 
“free 
choice” 
is 
the 
pledge of the UN. 
Also involved are the issues 
of the Cold War and the ef­ 
fective relationship of under­ 
developed areas in all parts 
of the world and particularly 
in the Western hemisphere. 
“We are prepared to de­ 


bate disarmament and it 
will be in the meeting of 
the 
General 
Assembly 
of 
the UN. It is a big subject 
in the domestic affairs of 
Europe, 
as 
important 
to 
European countries as the 
talked of entrance of China 
into the United Nations is 
to us,” an official noted. 
Hanging over the UN is the 
China question, which gives 
birth to an equally provoca­ 
tive 
question; 
“Will 
China 
ever be prepared to recog­ 
nize the UN?” 
This overhanging issue is 
one of the UN itself. It was 
suggested 
by 
Khrushchev 
himself, as he called it the 
“troika plan” which referred 
to 
the 
Russian 
three-horse 
carriage that has only one 
coachman. 
He 
wanted 
to 
change 
the 
representation 
completely by his plan, which 
would emasculate the UN’s 
purpose. 
The 
great 
issues 
of 
the 
developed 
and 
undeveloped 
worlds are immense. 
The speaker accented the 
most important things the UN 
has done, calling them the 
ABCs of the United Nations. 
This means the UN Acts, Be­ 
friends and Creates. The UN 
is developing the ability to 
act for the world’s people 
and security; it has the abil­ 
ity to befriend the oppressed 
and the colonial countries; it 
has the capacity to attack 
poverty. 
Act, Befriend 
and 
Create, i.e., the ABC of the 
United Nations. 
This would have been an 
impossibility for the U.S. to 
accomplish 
alone.

UN 
m ild and did do it. 


OTHER 
COUNTRIES 
in 
which the UN has helped are 
Jordan, Gaza (5,000 troops), 
Angola, Togo, Tanjaiki, and 
the area south of the Sahara. 
“The Soviets are infuriated 
by

aggression. 
Compare 
these to a Soviet burglar going 
into a country,” an official 
asked. 
There is no substitute for 
U S. leadership.

Travel has a place in the

cans spend $2.1 billion per 
year abroad. All the world 
spends less than one billion 
dollars here.

that does not have a hard­ 
hitting travel bureau. We are 
not inviting people to visit 
America, but there will be

readers can look to this for 
“one great ground of hope.” 
We need that these days.
